A S A COLLECTOR of com- 
memorative coins, I look for- 
ward to 1999 with great an- 
ticipation. Beginning this month, the 
United States Mint will begin a his- 
torically unprecedented program that 
will most certainly increase aware- 
ness and interest in everything numismatic. 

The Mint’s 50 States Commemorative Coin Program — 
a 10-year series approved in December 1997 — will spill 
newly designed quarters into circulation every 10 weeks. It 
will give everyone the opportunity, once again, to com- 
plete a collection of coins from their pocket change. 

Ever since it was announced, I have said that all of the 
numismatic organizations combined could not give the 
shot in the arm to the hobby that this program will. New 
collectors will find their way into the hobby fold, and 
new seeds of interest will be sewn and blossom in the 
years to come. 

These new pieces hark back to 1909, when our na- 
tion’s first ttnojficial circulating commemorative coin — 
the Lincoln cent — was introduced. In 1932 the nation 
honored George Washington with a quarter that was 
supposed to be a one-year piece marking the 200th an- 
niversary of his birth. Now, 67 years after it first began 
jingling in our pockets, we will have new Washington 
quarters, symbolizing the nation’s history and geography. 

I can tell you from firsthand experience — having par- 
ticipated in first-strike ceremonies for the Delaware 
quarter on December 7 — that the improved obverse por- 
trait of George Washington is great. And, having exam- 
ined Delaware’s design, I am certain the remaining de- 


signs, emblematic of the other 49 
states, will be just as wonderful. 

During ceremonies at the Philadel- 
phia Mint, Director Philip N. Diehl 
introduced United States Treasurer 
Mary Ellen Withrow, Delaware Gov- 
ernor Thomas R. Carper, and Dela- 
ware’s only congressman (and chairman of the House sub- 
committee that oversees coinage), Michael N. Castle. At 
precisely 11:54:08 a.m. (EST), Mary Ellen struck the first 
of the new circulating commemorative quarters. Later, I 
had the opportunity to strike two specimens for the ANA 
Money Museum. (AJso allowed to strike a coin was Dana 
Revak, a 5th-grader at St. Mary’s School in Philadelphia.) 

After the ceremonial first strikes, the group moved to 
the press room, where Treasurer Withrow stood at the 
controls. At precisely 12:19:38 p.m., she pushed the but- 
ton and began the historic production of the coins that 
will change the face of numismatics and our hobby. •

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Grading Matters 


A be Kosoff once defined 
grading as “the determination 
of the state of preservation by an 
experienced numismatist without 
prejudice as to ownership.” The 
phrase “without prejudice as to own- 
ership” is particularly significant. 

Kosoff knew that to a potential buyer 
(i.e., dealer) a coin may not look so hot, but oh how its 
desirability improves when he takes possession. 

Can one be objective in a subjective (grading) matter? 
Yes. True, in isolated instances a coin might receive five 
totally different grades from five numismatic experts, but 
most of the time the opinions of such professionals are 
amazingly close. 

Unfortunately, however, some dealers use grading to 
their advantage. For example, the following scenario oc- 
curs far too often: A coin is advertised as being in an 
uncirculated grade that most reputable dealers would sell 
for $100. But this particular coin is offered for $75 and 
labeled “Premium Quality.” Closer inspection reveals the 
coin actually is About Uncirculated (AU). The Coin 
Dealer Newsletter (“Greysheet”) quotes a $35 bid and $40 
ask price for such a specimen. (Remember, these prices 
are for dealer-to-dealer transactions.) Most professional 
numismatists probably would sell this coin for $50 retail, 
but not this dealer. He upgrades the coin to “uncircu- 
lated,” tacks on an extra 50 percent to the selling price 
and then adds some flowery adjectives to make the coin 
sound more appealing. Eventually the ruse is discovered, 
either when the collector does some numismatic study or 
has the coin examined by someone with grading acumen. 

Let’s look at another situation. Imagine that a collector 
needs to sell his Lincoln cents to help pay his daughter’s 
college tuition. Many, if not most, of the key and semi- 
key pieces were purchased more than 20 years ago from a 
reputable dealer. However, according to the dealer now 
making an offer, the 1909-S VDB is Fine, the 1914-D is 
suspicious and a “low end” Very Fine, and the 1922 Plain 
(no “D”) barely makes Fine. He points out other deficien- 
cies as well. One by one, he denigrates virtually all the im- 
portant specimens. Finally, the dealer makes an offer, but 
it is a mere fraction of what the collector paid more than 


two decades ago. 

Is the dealer to blame in either or 
both of these cases? Yes, to some de- 
gree, but not totally. I think collec- 
tors must share the responsibility. 
Let’s talk about it. 

In the first example, the collector 
should have realized immediately that 
there is no Santa Claus in numismatics. Why would any 
dealer in his right mind spend a huge sum of money on a 
full-page advertisement to sell you something for less 
than most dealers would gladly pay for the same item if 
it was accurately graded and authoritatively described? At 
the very least, the collector should have had the coin 
evaluated and promptly returned it when it was found to 
be overgraded. 

The second illustration does not provide any insight on 
the original dealer. Were the coins accurately graded 
when the collector bought them 20 years ago? Since we 
do not have all the data at hand, we don’t know if the 
dealer making the current offer was trying to take advan- 
tage of our friend although, because he berated almost 
every coin, it is likely. 

Regardless, both situations point out the glaring need 
for collectors to develop the ability to grade coins. To 
some extent, third-party grading services have allayed 
some of our fears about purchasing overgraded or spuri- 
ous coins, but they are not infallible. 

As a dealer, I do a bit of role reversal when pricing a 
coin — I imagine myself to be a collector. Do I want to 
add this coin to my cabinet? Does it have eye appeal? 
How would I grade it? Once I have answered these ques- 
tions and made notes about defects and the like, I price 
the coin as fairly as possible, allowing room for a reason- 
able margin of profit. The key is consistency — always as- 
sign grades in exactly the same manner, whether buying 
or selling. •

Author Maintains Theory 
Regarding Wartime Nickels 

I read with interest Gordon White’s 
letter in the September 1998 issue of 
The Numismatist (“U.S. Geological 
Survey Confirms Nickel Shortage in 
World War II,” p. 991) and Andrew 
Miller’s in the October issue (“Man- 
hattan Project Consumed Nickel 
during World War II,” p. 1112), 
both commenting on the “morale 
booster” idea I set forth concern- 
ing our wartime nickels (“The War 
Nickel: Metal Saver or Morale 
Booster?,” June 1998, p. 634). They 
offer good points, though in both 
cases contrary information can be 
expressed quite credibly. 

Mr. White quotes the U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey report of 1941, claim- 
ing it proves a shortage of nickel. I 
did not quote this source in my orig- 
inal article (although perhaps I should 
have) because my own reading of it 
showed only that the United States 
government believed a shortage of 
nickel existed or would exist. The 
people who run a government are in 
the business of being cautious, espe- 
cially in wartime. Thus, I don’t feel 
this report proves a shortage. 

Mr. Miller’s letter touches on one 
of the great, little-told stories of the 
war — the scientific race for the first 
atomic bomb. His source is correct 
in stating that uranium hexafluoride 
gas is remarkably corrosive, and that 
nickel is one of the metals most re- 
sistant to the gas. However, even 
nickel corrodes in the continued 
presence of uranium hexafluoride, 
and persons in the War Department 
eventually okayed the production of 
an even better, non-metallic answer 
to the corrosion problem: Teflon®. 
I currently am examining Mr. Mil- 
ler’s source and others related to it. 
However, the bomb project doesn’t 
appear to have required nickel late

EAST CARIBBEAN STATES: 

Colorful Coin Benefits 
Montserrat Volcano Fund 

The British Royal Mint has been 
authorized by the Eastern Caribbean 
Central Bank to strike a 1998-dated 
silver proof $10 coin to raise money 
for the Montserrat Volcano Appeal 
Fund. The island of Montserrat, sit- 
uated 27 miles southwest of Antigua 
in the Leeward Islands, originally 
was formed by an uplifting of a chain 
of volcanic peaks. In 1995 the is- 
land’s Soufriere Hills erupted for 
the first time in recorded history. 
Tremors and explosions became a 
part of the island’s daily life, culmi- 
nating in a major eruption on De- 
cember 26, 1997. 

'Fhe volcano’s dome collapsed, and 
towns and villages were engulfed by 
molten lava. Homes and livelihoods 
were destroyed, and many residents 
were forced to evacuate. To assist 
the task of restoration, a donation 
will be made to the relief fund for 
every proof $10 coin that is sold. 

The Montserrat Volcano Fund 
$10 issue marks the first time the 
Royal Mint has struck a coin featur- 
ing a design in color, using a process 
of transfer printing. The sterling sil- 
ver proof measures 38.61mm; mint- 
age is limited to 10,000 pieces. The 
coin is available from the British 
Royal Mint for $54.95, each plus 
$5.95 postage and handling per or- 
der.

AUSTRIA: 

Circulating 50 Schilling 
Shows Nobel Winner 

The Austrian Mint recently released 
its second bimetallic circulating coin 
for 1998. The 50-schilling coin is 
dedicated to naturalist Karl Lorenz, 
who was awarded the Nobel Prize 
for Medicine in 1973. Lorenz’ study 
of animals and their behavior was 
important to the fields of psychiatry, 
psychology and anthropology, and in 
later years, he became a leading fig- 
ure in the field of nature conserva- 
tion in Austria.

New Lesher Variety Found 

A previously unreported variety of 
Lesher “referendum dollar” has been 
purchased by Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, coin dealer Tom Hallen- 
beck. Says noted numismatist Ken 
Bressett, “This is perhaps the most 
exciting discovery in [the field of] 
Lesher dollars in the last 75 years.” 

Joseph Lesher was a miner who 
issued silver, octagonal medals be- 
tween 1900 and 1901 for use by 
businesses in Victor, Colorado, a 
mining community near the famed 
gold-rush town of Cripple Creek. 
Lesher called his money “referen- 
dum dollars” so that no one would 
have to accept them against their 
will. However, he hoped their use 
would create a demand to reopen sil- 
ver mines, most of which closed af- 
ter the government stopped buying 
the metal in 1873. 

Lesher distributed most of his 
original dollars before the federal 
government stopped his operation 
and confiscated the dies in 1900. He 
then changed the size and weight of 
the pieces, and merchants in Victor 
and other towns turned the medals 
into souvenirs, engraving or punch- 
ing their names on the pieces. 

Until Hallenbeck’s discovery, six

New Year Marks 
Introduction of Euro 

Originally considered nothing more 
than a dream among bureaucrats, 
one international currency soon will 
be used by millions of Europeans. 
On January 1, 11 nations officially 
were scheduled to welcome the 
“euro.” Participating countries have 
three years to withdraw their respec- 
tive coins and notes, at which time 
euro bank notes will be put into 
widespread circulation. 

Euro currency, to be used in Aus- 
tria, Belgium, Finland, France, Ger- 
many, Ireland, Italy, Luxembourg, 
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Netherlands, Portugal and Spain, is 
expected to expedite American busi- 
ness operations in Europe, according 
to Gail Fosler, chief economist for 
The Conference Board. “Currency 
volatility is one of the most signifi- 
cant risks for businesses engaged in 
international trade,” Fosler explains. 
“The negative impact of one coun- 
try’s instability on financial markets 
will be reduced by a single cur- 
rency.” For additional information 
on the euro, see the European Cen- 
tral Bank’s web site at www.ecb.int.

Another 18 “off-metal strikes in sil- 
ver” were presented to members of 
the wedding party, and a pair was 
struck in traditional lead for the 
wedding couple.

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transformation from “a traditional 
government agency into a customer- 
driven organization,” according to 
Mint Director Philip N. Diehl.

With 
the BEP for more than 24 years, Fer- 
guson has served as deputy director 
since November 1997 and acting di- 
rector since January 1998. 

As BEP director, Ferguson will 
work to position the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing to meet the 
challenges of the next century and to 
assure its resources are appropriate to 
meet customer demand. Born in 
Trenton, New Jersey, he received a 


bachelor’s degree in economics from 
Lafayette College in Easton, Pennsyl- 
vania, and a master’s degree in public 
administration from the University of 
Southern California. 

Clinton Approves Coins 

President Clinton has approved the 
issuance of commemorative coins to 
mark the bicentennial of the Library 
of Congress and the 125th anniver- 
sary of Thomas A. Edison’s invention 
of the electric light bulb. The Presi- 
dent also extended the sales period 
for the Jackie Robinson commemora- 
tive coin program. 

The Library of Congress coins 
will be issued in 2000 and will in- 
clude the nation’s first gold and plat- 
inum bimetallic coin.

Poor sales of the original 60,000 sil- 
ver dollars and 20,000 gold $5 coins 
led the Foundation to seek the exten- 
sion. The Mint’s costs for continuing 
the program will be borne by the 
Foundation’s surcharge receipts. 


“Mega-Hoard” Contains 
Seven Tons of Coins 

The largest known hoard of old 
United States coins — 1,746,000 
pieces weighing 7.6 tons — was pur- 
chased by Littleton Coin Company 
of New Hampshire. The coins were 
stored for decades in 390 canvas 
bags and 5 5 -gallon metal drums in- 
side an anonymous collector’s house. 

Described as the “Midwest Mega- 
Hoard,” the collection includes 
950,000 Indian Head cents, 308,000 
Liberty Head nickels and 488,000 
Buffalo nickels. The hoard’s new 
owner estimates it will take about 12 
months to sort the coins by denomi- 
nation, date, mintmark and grade. 
Assorted pieces will be displayed at 
the ANA’S 1999 World’s Fair of 
Money® in Chicago, August 11-15.*

I BEG AN COLLECTING coin banks in May 1994, when I came 
across an old one that had been given away as a promotion for 
the National Bank of Commerce in Dallas, Texas. (I bought it 
thinking it might complement a display of National Bank notes 
from the same institution.) My next acquisition was a small bank 
produced in the 1930s for the Lamar State Bank in my home town of 
Paris, Texas. 

A natural outgrowth of my coin-collecting hobby, these initial pur- 
chases stimulated my interest in banks distributed by banking institu- 
tions. After all, many of the numismatic items we treasure today prob- 
ably were saved in our parents’ and grandparents’ coin 
' banks. (More likely, I enjoy the absurdity of paying good 
money for something that was given away!) 

Like numismatics, the scope of bank collecting is huge, 
and many hobbyists find it necessary to limit their collec- 
tions to particular types, such as mechanical banks; “still” 
banks (no moving parts); banks made of specific materials 
(ceramic, paper, cardboard, metal, plastic, etc.); banks re- 
sembling animals (pigs predominate), famous Americans, 
automobiles, buildings, etc.; and banks issued for advertis- 
ing purposes. The possibilities are limitless. 

While preparing to display my collection of banks at a 
local library, I discovered that other bank “giveaways” 
added to the exhibit’s appeal, so I included a variety of re- 
lated items: matchboxes, key chains, ashtrays, cigarette 
lighters, watch fobs, calendars (lots of calendars!), knives, 
paperweights, thermometers, rain gauges, yardsticks, rulers, 
fans, salt and pepper shakers, emery boards, screwdrivers.

night lights, belt buckles, playing cards, combs, mirrors, 
pens (lots of those, too), food-bag clips, drinking glasses, 
clocks, tokens, sewing kits, tissue holders, and some mys- 
terious items I have not yet identified. 

I purchased most of my banks at reasonable prices, 
usually between $5 and $20. Antique banks can be quite 
expensive; however, the ones in my collection are not 
particularly rare and, consequently, are very affordable. I 
hesitate to pay more than $50 for a bank and have refused 
many that I thought were overpriced at $15. Unfortu- 
nately, I have found no definitive price guide for collect- 
able banks, a role filled numismatically by R.S. Yeoman’s 
Guide Book of United States Coins or Krause Publications’ 
Standard Catalog of IVof^ld Coins. 

My collection of banks advertising banking institutions 
consists of more than 200 specimens. Undoubtedly more exist, as illus- 
trated by the variety of banks pictured here from other sources. I plan to 
keep collecting them until my wife gets tired of the clutter ... or makes

2. Ail of your uncertified coins must be submitted in individual soft flips. However, do not remove a coin from its certified holder if 
you are submitting the coin under NGC's Crossover, ReGrade, ReHolder or Designation Review services. 

3. Check the box indicating the Tier or Service desired. You may request only one Tier or Service option per NGC submission form. 

If you want to submit additional coins at a different Tier, use a second submission form. For example, if you have five coins to 
submit under VarietyPlus and five coins under EarlyBird, use one submission form for each group of five, and ship both groups 
together to the ANA. 

4. In the “Ship To” box, print clearly the address where NGC should ship your coins. In “Ship Via,” choose either FedEx delivery 
(available only if you have a FedEx account number and service is charged to your account) or US Postal Service Registered Mail. 

5. List coins you are submitting with date, mintrnark, country, denomination, variety (including mint state or proof designation), 
declared insurance value, and the coin’s certification number if you are submitting an NGC coin for ReGrade. 

6. To find the Postage Fee, add $10 per package plus 250 for every coin over 10 coins. (Example; For 15 coins, the postage is 

$1 1 .25). For FedEx delivery, do not fill in the Postage Fee box — your account will be billed. To find the Service Fee, multiply the 
number of coins submitted on the form by the Tier price and/or Service price selected. 

7. Add the Total Postage Fee to the Total Service Fee and write a check for the Total Amount Due. Make your check payable to the 
American Numismatic Association. On the submission form, include the check number, then sign and date the form as indicated. 

8. Pack your coins carefully, including the submission form and a check for payment. If you are sending more than one submission 
form, please pack the appropriate coins and submission forms together using a rubber band or other method. Be sure your 
package is properly registered and insured for delivery to the ANA.

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Caesar Rodney 
Rides Again 

The first quarter to be issued in the new 50 States 
Commemorative Coin Program pays tribute to 
Delaware’s own hero of the American Revolution. 


I F ALL GOES according to plan, this month the United States 
will witness its first new commemorative quarter in more than 
20 years. Signed into law on December 1, 1997, the 50 States 
Commemorative Coin Program Act calls for a 10-year series of 
circulating quarters featuring a revised portrait of President 
George Washington on the common obverse and designs emblematic of 
each of the 50 states on the reverses. The law provides for the release of 
five 2 5 -cent pieces each year in the order the states ratified the United 
States Constitution or were admitted to the Union. 

The first quarter, scheduled to debut in mid-January, honors the State 
of Delaware with a depiction of a man on horseback — Caesar Rodney, a 
signer of the Declaration of Independence and Delaware’s own Revolu- 
tionary War hero. Although familiar to inhabitants of America’s first 
state, he is not a household name across the nation. (In fact, during its 
coverage of the United States’ bicentennial in 1976, Time magazine re- 
ferred to him as “Rodney Caesar.”) Just why was Caesar Rodney selected 
to grace Delaware’s 1999 commemorative quarter? 

Delawareans Give Rodney the Nod 

The process of design selection began in 1997, when a subcommit- 
tee of the Delaware State Division of the Arts called for submissions. 
Local newspapers got into the act, soliciting ideas from readers. Hun- 
dreds of suggestions were received — some lighthearted, some inappro- 
priate, but many eminently suitable. 

A public poll showed that Delawareans favored an equestrian image of 
Caesar Rodney, famed for his hasty ride to Philadelphia in July 1776 to 
voice his support of colonial independence. Local artists Robert Zlock 
of Cheswold and Eddy Seger of Clayton submitted substantially similar

designs of Rodney astride a rearing horse. The subcommittee sent the 
sketches along to the United States Mint. 

The Oddest Looking Man in the World 

Despite Rodney’s popularity as a historic figure, little of any 
real substance is known about the man. He was born on a farm out- 
side Dover in Kent County, Delaware, in 1728. Despite limited evidence 
of formal schooling (though he is thought to have attended Philadel- 
phia’s Latin School for a time), he wrote a good many legible and quite 
literate letters. 

Rodney was not handsome. He reportedly was a lean 5 feet 1 1 inches 
tall with red hair. He later was described by Congressman John Adams 
as the “oddest looking man in the world . . . tall, thin and slender as a 
reed, pale; his face is not bigger than a large apple, yet there is a sense 
and fire, spirit, wit, and humor in his countenance.” 

Rodney was orphaned at age 17, at which time he assumed ownership 
of his parents’ property and became the ward of a prominent Dover citi- 
zen. His education and maturity apparently progressed greatly, and at 
the age ot 27 he began a lifelong career of public service. 

There were few elective offices in Delaware state and county govern- 
ments that Caesar Rodney did not hold at one time or another. In 1755 
he became high sheriff of Kent County, and subsequently served as 
deputy recorder and recorder of deeds from 1766 to 1776. From time to 
time, he also functioned as clerk of the Orphans Court and justice of the 
peace. During the Revolutionary War, he was named a brigadier general 
and later major general in the Delaware militia. 

While serving as a member of the State Assembly, he was named to 
the Supreme Court of the colony. According to author William P. 
Frank, Rodney “served his state and the infant nation when he was 
elected to the Stamp Congress of 1765, and later as a Delaware delegate 
of the First and Second Continental Congresses, the latter while contin- 
uing as speaker of the Delaware Assembly. And if all this wasn’t suffi- 
cient, Rodney became de facto chief executive of Delaware in the late 
summer ot 1776 and was later elected president of the state for three 
years in 1778.” 

Caesar Rodney’s Historic Journey 

In June 1776, the Continental Congress urged the colonies to unite 
and unanimously declare their independence from Great Britain, and the

Delaware Assembly was ready to cut its ties to the 
king. However, the colonies were divided in their alle- 
giances, as were Rodney’s fellow representatives from 
the State of Delaware, Thomas McKean and George 
Read. The trend of the debates had been relayed to 
Rodney in New Castle, Delaware (then the capital of 
the colony), where he was presiding over the Assembly. 

By July, the weary revolutionary had retired to his 
Dover farm. Poplar Grove, for a rest. Asthma plagued 
him, and beginning in 1768 he underwent surgeries on 
a lesion on the left side of his face. (At the time, it was 
diagnosed as “cancer,” and apparently his face was in- 
creasingly disfigured from the corner of his eye to his 
nose.) Nevertheless, he was urged to get to Philadelphia 
with all possible speed for the crucial vote, expected on 
July 2. Caesar Rodney’s big moment had arrived. 

All evidence indicates he departed from his farm for 
the 85-mile ride to Independence Hall (though 19th- 
century poetic license has him leaving hastily from a 
lady’s home in Lewes). According to legend, he made 
the journey on horseback, but records and contempo- 
rary custom suggest he may have traveled by carriage. 
However, on a previous trip to Philadelphia, he had to 
leave his carriage and one sick horse, borrowing a saddle 
for the remaining horse. (A later reminiscence has him 
showing up in Philadelphia on July 2 in his boots and 
spurs, but men of his station often dressed this way, even for carriage 
travel.) Rodney’s own words are lacking on this point; he made reference 
only to “thunder and rain” that delayed his progress. 

Aside from all the romantic tales surrounding the historic dash, it 
must have been an unpleasant experience for a debilitated, exhausted 
man faced with bad roads and many stream crossings. Nevertheless, his 
arrival at Philadelphia to confer with his delegation ensured Delaware’s 
vote for independence and the politically necessary unanimity among the 
colonies (the tally was 12 votes for the resolution, with New York ab- 
staining pending the action of its Assembly). Two days later, Jefferson’s 
Declaration of Independence put this into immortal words, but July 2, 
1776, was the significant day, and Delaware’s Caesar Rodney was one of 
the principal players. 
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Prepared by the United States

Rodney returned to his Poplar Grove farm, remaining involved in the 
State Assembly and the Delaware militia. As his health declined, the 
Assembly met at Rodney’s home to accommodate the respected Speaker. 
This was the last of his many public offices; he died in 1784 at the age of 55. 

But Caesar Rodney’s travels did not cease with his death. A hundred 
years later, a group of Dover citizens conceived a more monumental 
burial for Rodney’s remains. An expedition to the farm and some poorly 
planned excavation resulted in the burial of his “bones” under a massive 
stone monument in Christ Episcopal Church Cemetery. (A contempo- 
rary witness stated that no remains were found, but the event had gath- 
ered momentum and the organizers likely felt they had to bury some- 
thing!) In the 1960s, the farm’s cemetery was archaeologically identified. 
The 1888 disinternment was nowhere near this site, and modern schol- 
ars believe Rodney lies in his original resting place. 

A Fantasy Portrait 

Considering Caesar Rodney soon will grace a circulating United 
States quarter, it is ironic that no one knows exactly what the man looked 
like. The lack of authentic portraiture makes all images of Rodney com- 
plete fantasies, even the best-known statues — a heroic, full-length, mar- 
ble figure in Statuary Hall in the United States Capitol (created by 
Bryant Baker in 1934), and a bronze statue (sculpted by James Edward 
Kelly in 1923) in Rodney Square in Wilmington. 

The latter has become a hallmark of the city, undoubtedly the most 
photographed, painted and postcarded view in northern Delaware. It 
is little wonder that Zlock’s and Seger’s designs for the reverse of the 
25-cent piece recall the horsebacked hero in similar fashion. 

The Rodney reverse was executed by United States Mint Engraver 
William Cousins. Eour other quarters — honoring Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Georgia and Connecticut — are scheduled for release in 1999. 
Circulating coins will be struck at the Philadelphia and Denver Mints, 
while proofs will be manufactured in San Francisco. 
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Other reverses scheduled to 
debut on quarters released this 
year as part of the 50 States 
Commemorative Coin Program 
honor Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, Georgia and Connecticut.

The numismatic hobby surely will be enriched by the 50 States Com- 
memorative Coin Program. Caesar Rodney was as steadfast to his duty 
as any of our Founding Fathers, and now his image adorns the first of a 
magnificent series of commemorative quarters. Said Congressman 
Michael N. Castle (R-Delaware), chairman of the House Subcommittee 
on Domestic Monetary Policy, “All Americans will be able to appreciate 
Delaware’s new quarter . . . The depiction of Delaware patriot Caesar 
Rodney on his 1776 ride . . . will be a source of pride for our State for 
years to come, as these quarters are used and collected by Americans all 
across the Nation.” •

The U.S. Mint’s 
First Quarters 

Although a popular coin denomination today, the quar- 
ter was not in great demand in its early days, resulting 
in limited quantities for collectors.

F YOU TOOK a poll of Americans and asked them to name the 
most useful coins in circulation, chances are the quarter would 
be number one on their list. Such a large percentage of our 
everyday transactions involves the 2 5 -cent piece that it would be 
hard to imagine the United States economy without it. Yet, in 
the early days of our nation, the quarter almost went the way of the 
British shilling. 

Our quarter dollar denomination was derived from the Spanish mone- 
tary system. The Spanish silver dollar, from which we patterned our 
dollar coin, was divided into eight parts, each of which was called a 

“real” or “bit.” Two bits equaled a quarter 
dollar. (That, by the way, is where we get our 
slang expression “two bits.”) 

In the formative years of the Republic, our 
Founding Fathers decided to divide the dol- 
lar into 100 cents. Lawmakers had little trou- 
ble deciding that 1, 5, 10 and 50 cents were 
appropriate denominations — but a debate 
quickly developed over the coin that would 
fall between the dime and half dollar. Many 
people favored a 20-cent piece, or “double 
dime,” because it was more consistent with 
the decimal system. Others favored the quar- 
ter, because the Spanish 2 -real coin already 
circulated widely and was legal tender in the 
United States. 

This debate was one reason the Mint issued 
so few quarters in its early years. The first 
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The Mint made only a little more than 6,000 quar- 
ters in 1796 — after that, it didn’t produce another quar- 
ter dollar for eight years. 


2 5 -cent pieces were struck more than three years after the Mint first be- 
gan producing other coins. The Mint made only a little more than 6,000 
quarters in 1796 — after that, it didn’t produce another quarter dollar for 
eight years. 

Today, only a few hundred 1796 quarters survive — and when one is 
offered for sale, the competition is fierce among collectors. The 1796 
quarter may not have been worth its weight in gold when it was first 
made, but today it often sells for the price of a new car! •

! histhoment in history described by the ancient historian 
Herodotus was perhaps one of the greatest military 
undertakings in history given the current technology. The 
accounts relate that the great Persian king Xerxes amassed an 
army of 1 ,700,000 men for his invasion of Greece in 480 BC. 
An entire city was needed to feed the army just two meals, and 
an entire river ran dry when they drank. And, huge quantities 
of silver coins were struck to finance the massive military 
payroll and all the expenses of huge military operations. The 
Hellespont was the waterway, at least a mile wide, connecting 
the Black Sea and the Mediterranean Sea and separating 
Europe from Asia Minor. In order to move his vast army, Xerxes 
commanded his engineers, mostly Phoenecians and Egyptians, 
to build a bridge. To do this, 674 ships were tied together in a 
double row and planks were laid over the decks. The planks 
were covered with brushwood and dirt to create a road. Xerxes 
invaded Greece and very nearly succeeded in conquering the 
civilized world. 

As the Persians moved through northern Greece, they were 
met at the pass of Thermopylae, where 300 Spartans led by 
Leonidas fought to the last man, and successfully delayed the 
Persian advance long enough for the Greek cities to prepare. 
Although Xerxes captured Athens, the Athenians had fled with 
their fleet to the nearby island of Salamis where the Persian 
fleet was defeated by the more experienced Athenian navy. 

The army of the allied Greek city-states, led by Spartans was 
able to defeat the Persian army at Plataea in 479 BC and 
effectively ended Xerxes attempted conquest of Greece. 

Xerxes is long dead, but his observations on the brevity of 
human existence still apply today, even though we average 
more than twice the usual life span of the ancients. By 
collecting, studying and handling the coins of the ancients, our 
human experience can be greatly enhanced. In our hands we 
have relics of great kings who commanded huge armies to 
conquer kingdoms now vanished. These treasures of precious 
metals that are now unearthed from the former paths of these 
ancient armies are sometimes the only tangible links that we 
have to those battles. Now you can expand your horizons to 
the Eifth Century BC with a modest contribution to the 
Jonathan K. Kern Co. 

This hoard of silver was composed of over 1 00 pounds of 
struck sigloi. A single siglos averages 5.55 grams of nearly pure 
silver and depicts the Great King of Persia as an archer in an 


action pose. Some interpret his posture as the archaic art 
expression of running, and others describe him as 
kneeling. These coins were struck with a heavy sledge 
hammer on very thick oblong planchets, much like silver 
bullets, with a handheld upper die depicting the archer. 
The lower die was probably embedded in wood or stone 
to secure it. The lower, or reverse die of these coins, was 
used in the manner of the very first coins ever produced in 
the world. This lower die was a roughly rectangular raised 
metal lump, appearing in hundreds of mysterious 
variations. The raised reverse die creates an incuse 
impression for the backs of the sigloi. Museum studies now 
in progress utilize the reverse incused impressions for 
quick die referencing, since the obverse impression of the 
Great King is frequently off center. These coins represented 
a huge explosion in the production of coined money, and 
were struck rapidly to fill the need for pre-weighed silver 
authorized by a powerful ruler. 

The Great King is shown holding a spear and a bow on 
the sigloi attributed to the Asia Minor mint of Sardeis, in 
Lydia and a bow and dagger on the other type which are 
possibly all from a different mint further south. Frequently 
they are countermarked with tiny punches by merchants or 
bankers, possibly to attest to the quality of the silver. We 
can sell either type in a nice fine grade for $37 each, a 
nice very fine for $77 each or a nice extremely fine for 
$277 each. The raised obverse always grades much less 
than the incused reverse so our nice fine will usually have 
an extremely fine reverse.

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Numismatic Views 
of Alexander and 
the Seven Wonders 


ANCIENT COINAGE 


A quest for coins showing the Seven Wonders of the 
Ancient World follows the footsteps of Alexander the Great. 



F or me, a quest to learn more about the “Seven Wonders 
of the Ancient World” began with a large, bronze coin that 
pictured the biblical story of Noah and the Flood. Minted in 
Roman Asia Minor (modern Turkey) during the first half of 
the 3rd century A.D., this coin type recalled the Hebrew tra- 
dition of Noah’s Ark coming to rest on Mount Ararat. 

Those familiar with the Seven Wonders will say, correctly, that the 
Ark did not appear on the “standard” list: 1) Phidias’ Statue of Zeus at 
Olympia; 2) the Temple of Artemis at Ephesus; 3) the Mausoleum at 
Halicarnassus; 4) the Colossus of Rhodes; 5) the Pharos 
(Lighthouse) of Alexandria; 6) the Pyramids of Egypt at Giza; 
and 7) the Hanging Gardens of Babylon, (Two of the earliest 
Greek writers to mention seven wonders were Philo of 
Byzantium, a 3rd-century B.C. engineer and writer; and 
Antipater of Sidon, a late 2nd-century B.C. poet. Neither in- 
cluded the Pharos; instead both counted the Walls of Babylon.) 

It was medieval scholar and bishop Gregory of Tours (A.D. 

536-94) who first named the Pharos of Alexandria as a “won- 
der.” Like his Greek predecessors, Gregory counted several 
sites from the old lists, including the Walls of Babylon. 

Where the Frankish cleric differed was in his selection of 
Solomon’s Temple in Jerusalem and Noah’s Ark in Asia 
Minor, choices influenced by the Hebrew Old Testament 
(and consequently the Christian tradition). 

Except for the Pyramids of Giza, only scant evidence remains of the 
Seven Wonders. The few ruins and contemporary accounts cast only a

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glimmer of light on their long-lost splendor. Fortunately for us, coins 
serve as windows into the past. 

What started with a coin of Noah’s Ark became an all-out challenge 
to acquire collectable and modestly priced coins showing the Seven 
Wonders of the Ancient World. To meet this challenge, I began my 
quest in the footsteps of Macedonian ruler Alexander III (“the Great”) 
(356-323 B.C.). 

This was no fancy on my part, for Alexander’s career had many con- 
nections with these man-made marvels. Gifted with a thirst for the 
grandiose, Alexander made time while waging war to visit the important 
sights of the day. Roughly demarcating his empire — except in the East — 
the five existing Wonders felt the impact of the campaigning Macedo- 
nian, as did the two monuments to come.

Alexander, the Macedonian Prince 

On the night Alexander was born in July 356 B.C., an arsonist de- 
stroyed the great Temple of Artemis at Ephesus. According to legend, 
the hunting goddess Artemis spent the night in Pella with Alexander and 
his family, leaving her Ephesian sanctuary unprotected. During his Per- 
sian campaign 22 years later, Alexander offered a sacrifice at the nearly 
restored temple. 

The Macedonian crown prince matured under the tutelage of his 
parents (King Philip II and Queen Olympias), his mother’s relative 
Leonidas, and celebrated Greek philosopher Aristode. Alexander also 
learned and practiced the Greek heroic virtues he encountered through 
the works of the blind poet Homer. 

Named prince-regent at age 16, Alexander joined his father two years 
later on Chaeronea’s batdefield to crush an allied Greek force and estab- 
lish Macedonian control over the Greek city-states. Philip desired pan- 
Hellenic unity before taking on the archenemy Persian Empire. Greece 
and Persia had been at odds since Darius I expanded Persia’s western 
border in 512 B.C. 

Philip commemorated his Chaeronea victory by having a family mon- 
ument built in Olympia. Called the “Philippeum,” it housed statues of 
Philip and his relatives crafted by the Athenian master Leochares, who 
was renowned for his earlier labors on the great memorial tomb of the 
Persian governor Mausollos (the Mausoleum) at Halicarnassus in Caria. 

Phidias’ Statue of Zeus at Olympia

The Olympic city was the home of the Temple of Zeus with its 
massive, 40-foot gold and ivory statue. The Olympian Zeus was the mas- 
terpiece of the great Athenian sculptor Phidias (c. 490-430 B.C.), even 
surpassing his amazing statues of Athena and numerous sculptures that 
lined the walls of the Parthenon in Athens. Perhaps a visitor to 
Olympia’s Temple and Statue of Zeus in his youth, Alexander later pro- 
claimed himself son of this king of the gods. 

Philip, unfortunately, did not live long enough to lead an invasionary 
force against the Persians; he was assassinated in 336 B.C. The 20-year- 
old Alexander became king, inheriting' both a superb Macedonian army 
and a debt of 500 silver talents (equivalent to about $2 million today). In 
334 B.C. iUexander summoned an expeditionary force of 37,100 Mace- 
donians and Greeks to invade Asia Minor, seeking vengeance and glory 
at the expense of a Persian Empire that was vastly superior in wealth and 
military power. 

Darius III, last of the Achaemenids, was Persia’s “Great King.” He, 
too, acceded to his throne in 336 B.C., but he was a wily monarch twice 
Alexander’s age and far more experienced. Darius was confident that no 
“Greek boy” could wrest his empire from him. Famed as the “Bravest of

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the Persians,” he had scarcely a clue that he was about to be overrun by 
Alexander’s juggernaut. 

It all began with the campaign’s first engagement, the battle at the 
Granicus River. Alexander’s forces had crossed the Hellespont (known 
today as the Dardanelles), camping briefly in ancient Troy. With a 
Homeric sense of destiny, Alexander went to Troy to pay homage to his 
Asia-invading ancestor Achilles and to borrow the Trojan warrior’s 
shield. To circumvent the Macedonian custom that forbade warfare dur- 
ing the month of Daisios (May), Alexander combined religious practice 
with conquest — decreeing a continuation of the previous month to jus- 
tify combat. 

The Battle of the Granicus pitted Alexander’s forces against those of 
Darius’ satraps (provincial governors). Darius himself would not take the 
field against Alexander until the Battle of Issus a year and a half later. At 
this early juncture, however, Darius underestimated Alexander as an im- 
petuous youth on a madcap adventure. 

As Alexander and his Macedonians won a stunning victory, Granicus 
forever changed the region’s political landscape. The Homeric aspect of 
his victory was not lost on the conqueror. As Alexander charged the Per- 
sian army’s left center, the ensuing melee drew three satrapal division 
commanders against him in an effort to end the threat in one blow. In- 
stead, Alexander and his comrade “Cleitus the Black” killed all three, 
throwing the leaderless Persians into confusion and completing a Mace- 
donian rout. 

Persia’s loss of its only field army in western Asia Minor left the entire 
Anatolian peninsula vulnerable. The Macedonians started by toppling 
Persian regimes in the western coastal cities. Alexander saw these actions 
as critical to preventing Darius from using the sea to bring in new forces. 

Temple of Artemis at Ephesus

Passing through Ephesus, Alexander visited the nearly completed 
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Mausoleum at Temple of Artemis at Ephesus

Temple of Artemis. He offered the money needed to finish its recon- 
struction, along with the condition that his name be placed on the work. 
Not wishing to promote Alexander over their patron Artemis, the Eph- 
esians declined his offer. Before he left, however, they accepted his gift 
and let him dedicate a sacrifice in the temple. 

Mausoleum at Halicarnassus

Pressing on with newly recruited mercenaries, Alexander’s forces 
laid siege to both Miletus and Halicarnassus. While approaching the 
latter, Alexander was met by an entreating Queen Ada, the city’s deposed 
ruler and the widow of a former satrap. After he breached the city wall a 
short distance from the imposing Mausoleum, Alexander sealed his con- 
quest through intrigue. Restoring the queen to her throne, he became 
the liberator of Halicarnassus’ anti-Persian faction. By this ploy, Alexan- 
der gained control over the Aegean Sea and could drive inland. 

Pushing northeast into Phrygia, Alexander and his men reached 
Celaenae by late 334 B.C. Known as a strategic crossroads and for its 
connection with Noah’s Ark, Celaenae fell without a fight. Alexander 
had only to surround its fortress with his army. Faced with starvation, 
after 10 days Celaenae offered a truce. Alexander accepted the terms and 
established a garrison of 1,500 troops under Antigonus “the One-Eyed” 
(Monophthalmos), whom he appointed satrap of Phrygia. 

After Celaenae, Alexander marched into Gordium, a city the invaders 
chose as a rendezvous point for fresh Macedonian and Greek reinforce- 
ments. The ancient home of King Midas, Gordium also was a destina- 
tion for would-be heroes vying to solve its famous rope knot. (Many 
years before Alexander came, a local oracle predicted that whoever un- 
tied the so-called “Gordian Knot” would someday rule Asia.) Never one 
to pass up a challenge, Alexander unraveled the complex knot by cutting 
it apart with his sword. Not long afterward, the Macedonian fulfilled the 
legendary promise when he became ruler of the Persian Empire. 

Alexander and his men won Asia Minor without once encountering 
Darius’ main army. In due time, they clashed, first at Issus in the autumn 
of 333 B.C. There Alexander out-maneuvered and “out-generaled” his 
foe. By his spirited and trademark attack against the Persian command 
element, Alexander drove Darius from the battlefield. Lost were the battle 
— and Darius’ numeric advantage. 

Colossus of Rhodes

Darius also lost his entourage, including his mother, wife and chil- 
dren. Alexander and his army proceeded southward toward Egypt with 
the captured family in tow. On the way, they seized Darius’ war chest in 
Damascus and besieged the port cities of Tyre and Gaza. It was critical

that Alexander not bypass Tyre. To do so would amount to an open in- 
vitation for Darius to use his Tyrian sea power to bring the war back to 
Greece. Allied with Persia during the siege of Tyre was the island of 
Rhodes. Once he captured Tyre, Alexander dispatched a Macedonian 
garrison to secure Rhodes. In the 3rd-century-B.C., sculptor Chares re- 
created Alexander’s unmistakable facial features in his Rhodian Colossus. 

Pharos of Alexandria

Egypt fascinated Alexander for reasons both strategic and reli- 
gious. When he arrived at the future site of Alexandria, he foresaw the 
harbor’s potential and commanded the founding of his first namesake 
city. Not quite 50 years later, the great Pharos of Alexandria would over- 
look the port’s eastern harbor. 

Pyramids of Egypt at Giza

The future Alexandria was a stopping point between Memphis — 
the ancient capital of Egypt, where Alexander was crowned Pharaoh — 
and the Oasis of Siwa, home of the legendary Zeus Ammon and his ora- 
cle, which Alexander visited. We may never know if Alexander viewed 
the Pyramids of Giza, but these great monuments lay on his way from 
Memphis to Alexandria (how could he have passed them by?). 

Once in Siwa, Alexander visited Ammon’s shrine. A legendary account 
claimed that the god’s priestly oracle greeted the conqueror as the son of 
Zeus (Ammon and Zeus were the same god). What may have been only a 
slip of the tongue, Alexander understood to be authoritative. From then 
on, he touted himself as the son of Zeus Ammon. Several years later, 
minters in India struck silver coins depicting Alexander as Zeus Ammon 
holding a thunderbolt. Many posthumous issues also make reference to

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A Century of Numismatics — 1901-2000 


I T WAS ou r with the old and in 
with the new in the ’50s. This 
decade saw the traditional 
hobby of numismatics transformed 
into a new scene that fostered fast 
action, quickly changing prices, and 
the addition of many new investors 
and collectors. 

Been There, Done That: 1951-60 

Previous installments of this “cen- 
tury” series have been highly theo- 
retical. I did not become involved 
with coin collecting until age 13 in 
1952; therefore, I was not a firsthand 
observer of what happened in the 
first part of the 1900s. The Chap- 
man brothers’ auction sales, Farran 
Zerbe’s particular brand of show- 
manship, the debut of Wayte Ray- 
mond’s first Standard Catalogue of 
U.S. Coins, the commemorative 
boom of 1936 — all this I have 
learned through reading, research 
and interviews. 

With this month’s installment, I 
change from a historical perspective 
to a personal one. Although my first 
year in the hobby was one of study 
and learning, by 1953 I was quite 
aware of my numismatic surround- 
ings and a voracious reader of just 
about anything I could add to my 
fast-growing library. 

Emphasis on Federal Coins 

In 1952, when I began looking 
through circulating Lincoln cents, 
the accepted, standard reference 
book was the annually updated Guide 
Book of United States Coins, first pub- 
lished in 1946. This single, red- 
covered volume often constituted 
many collectors’ and dealers’ entire 
reference library. As strange as it 


may seem today, very few hobbyists 
were interested in colonials, patterns 
or any of the other items we cur-

rently enjoy collecting. 

Nearly all dealers in United States 
numismatics in the 1950s adhered to 
the federal coin series. The field of 
paper money was quite obscure; 
early in the decade, Robert Fried- 
berg was just beginning his first edi- 
tion of Paper Money of the United 
States. National Bank notes? Forget 
it. No one cared. I recall attending 
coin-club meetings in the mid ’50s 
and seeing large-size notes from dif- 
ferent hanks selling at almost face 
value, simply because collectors 
weren’t interested. 

Early on I discovered patterns — 
and soon latched onto a copy of the 
1913 book by Edgar H. Adams and 
William H. Woodin, United States 


Pattern, Trial and Experimental Pieces. 
This volume did not provide prices, 
but listed availability on a rarity scale 
of R-1 to R-15, the highest degree. 
After I became a dealer and started 
attending conventions, other dealers 
often asked how to make offers or 
questioned me about examples, stat- 
ing they had no expertise in patterns. 

Essentially the same situation ex- 
isted with Early American coins, 
particularly the state copper coinage 
of 1785-88. I really enjoyed my copy 
of Miller-Ryder’s State Coinages of 
New England, but most other hobby- 
ists could not have cared less. 

There were exceptions to this 
trend, to be sure. About 1956-57, a 
group of enthusiasts who enjoyed 
history, as well as the less-traveled 
numismatic byways, met informally; 
Walter Breen, Ken Bressett, Eric P. 
Newman, Ken Rendell, Grover 
Criswell and others established the 
Rittenhouse Society, although the 
group was not formally organized 
until 1960. 

Market Activity 

In the mid 1950s, hot areas of the 
coin market centered on regular 
United States series. Lincoln cents

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were the most popular, as there was 
always the possibility — however re- 
mote — of finding a “fortune” in your 
pocket in the form of a 1909-S VDB 
cent (that might be worth all of $10 
or $20). Similarly, the possibility ex- 
isted of finding a 1916-D Mercury 
dime or a scarce Walking Liberty 
half dollar. The typical method of 
collecting was to put coins from cir- 
culation into the familiar, blue, 
three-panel Whitman folders, while 
serious numismatists were apt to use 
the National albums marketed by 
Wayte Raymond. 

Key dates in all series were popu- 
lar, as were commemoratives. In- 
vestors began to appear in significant 
numbers. Leading the investment 
market were bank-wrapped rolls of 
uncirculated coins; cents to half dol- 
lars beginning with 1934; and proof 
sets beginning with 1936. For a time 
in 1955, it seemed that the price of 
proof sets went up monthly, as regu- 
lar as clockwork. Meanwhile, seek- 
ing to cash in on the bonanza, many 
collectors ordered sets directly from 
the United States Mint for $2.10 
each. The overwhelming response 
forced the Mint to limit or suspend 
some orders. 

The investment market was 
volatile, however, as many discov- 
ered in 1956 when the price of the 
highly regarded 1936 proof set 
crashed from $600 to $300. Dealer 
Sol Kaplan, in command of the 
proof market, came up with the 
bright idea of having a “bid board” 
at conventions. On this chalkboard, 
he listed the prevailing buying and 
selling prices of proof sets, often 
erasing and correcting in a matter of 
minutes — all this to increase the 
sense of excitement. 

Conventions were “folksy,” with 
few strict rules, but a great deal of 
old-fashioned camaraderie. “Security 


rooms” were unknown, and dealers 
with stock simply locked their wares 
in a closet or asked another dealer to 
guard the goods during mealtimes. 
While buying and selling formed the 
spirit of a convention then, as it does 
now, there often was a great deal of 
very enjoyable socializing. The first 
American Numismatic Association 
convention I attended in 1955 had 
an all-time record registration of 
500 people. As the convention con- 
tinued over several days, there were 
great opportunities for conversation. 

At the Coin Shop 

Hobbies flourished in the ’50s, and 
most cities had at least several stamp, 
coin and collectibles shops. Indeed, 
over-the-counter sales were the pri- 
mary means of collecting in an era 
pre-dating electronic communica- 
tion and mass-media advertising. 
Visiting Boston in 1958, I was able 
to spend two days making the 
rounds of the nearly dozen coin 
shops in the city. 

The foremost magazine for coin 
sales at the time was Lee F. Hewitt’s 
Numismatic Scrapbook. Each issue of- 
fered a mix of interesting informa- 
tion, including mintage figures, 
readers’ reports of coins found in 
circulation and advertisements of 
pieces for sale. Its competitor. The 
Numismatist^ tended to be a bit more 
formal, with more technical news 
and fewer items for sale. The two 
publications complemented each 
other nicely. 

Out in lola, Wisconsin, Chester 
Krause launched Numismatic News in 
1952 as a newspaper offering free 
classified advertisements to its read- 
ers. One of the earlier subscribers 
was my friend Jim Ruddy, with 
whom I bought, sold and traded for 
several years before we formed the 
Empire Coin Company in 1958. It 


was Numismatic News, I believe, that 
first gave wide play to the 1955 dou- 
bled-die cent, then called the “shift” 
cent by some. 

Misstruck and off-center coins, 
respectfully designated as mint er- 
rors today, were termed “freaks,” 
and there was little market for them. 
Later in the decade, Michael Kol- 
man Jr. of Federal Coin Exchange in 
Cleveland, Ohio, jumped into the 
field of mint errors, and the number 
of enthusiasts increased. By the end 
of the ’50s, the market was active, 
with correspondingly higher prices. 

At this time, the affairs of the 
ANA were literally carried in the 
briefcase of General Secretary Lewis 
Reagan, who was based in Wichita, 
Kansas. Although the ANA had its 
Board of Governors and officers, it 
was Reagan who made the everyday 
decisions, such as checking out con- 
vention facilities, awarding bourse 
tables and the like. 

On the Auction Scene 

Auctions were conducted at regular 
intervals during the ’50s. The Nu- 
mismatic Gallery’s Abe Kosoff and 
Abner Kreisberg were quite busy. 
They split later on, with Kosoff at- 
tracting a lot of publicity with the 
sale of large collections, such as the 
Melish and Sloss cabinets. Kreisberg 
handled his share of important col- 
lections and later teamed up with a 
new parmer, Jerry Cohen. 

The man who was responsible for 
bringing Kosoff and Kreisberg to 
Southern California was Sam Koep- 
pel, dean of the Pacific Coast deal- 
ers. I retain some very nice memo- 
ries of this fine gentleman. 

The Hollinbeck Coin Company, 
run by brothers Art and Paul Kagin, 
turned out mail-bid sales from Iowa 
with amazing frequency, seemingly 
on a monthly basis. In New York 
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The New Netherlands Coin Company 
offered colonial rarities, large cents, 
and paper money in this ad in the No- 
vember 1 953 issue of The Numismatist. 


City, Stack’s conducted many fine 
auctions, including the magnificent 
Anderson-Dupont sales of 1953-54. 
Stack’s primary competitor — and 
friendly rival — was the New Nether- 
lands Coin Company, run by John 
Jay Ford Jr. and Charles Wormser. 

In 1952 Ford cataloged the Amer- 
ican section of the ANA convention 
sale. In various auction catalogs, the 
highly prolific writer generated a 
vast amount of informative numis- 
matic text. Instead of describing an 
1877 Indian cent simply as “brilliant 
proof,” Ford commented on the 
coin’s surface quality, quantity 
minted, price, whether the “back- 
room boys” had “scrubbed” it, and 
so on. Readers got caught up in the 
action. Although it is not uncommon 
in the ’90s to find a lengthy descrip- 
tion of such rarities as an 1895 Mor- 


gan dollar or 1916-D dime, it was 
quite unusual in the ’50s. I always 
considered Ford and his precise, de- 
tailed numismatic description a 
model to be emulated, and I must 
confess today that I often use a para- 
graph instead of a sentence. 

Other significant numismatic 
events of this decade that come to 
mind are the emergence of Walter 
Breen and the great changes he 
wrought in numismatic research; the 
King Farouk auction in Cairo in 
1954; and the record prices paid for 
American rarities such as the 1 894-S 
dime and 1804 silver dollar. During 
the ’50s, the numismatic tradition 
was very much alive. Then came the 
’60s and the start of a vastly changed 
era in numismatics. The hobby has 
not been the same since, but more 
about that next month. • 
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Hull Struck Silver Shillings for Massachusetts 


H annah Hull literally 
was worth her weight in 
silver. According to numis- 
matic legend, the dowry she took to 
her marriage with Samuel Sewall 
equaled her weight in coins. She 
supposedly sat on one side of a bal- 
ance scale while her father, John 
Hull, piled silver Pine Tree shillings 
on the other. 

A fanciful depiction of the event 
appears on a medal produced in 
1930 for the tercentennial of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. The in- 
scription reads JOHN HULL/FIRST 
MINT MASTER/HIS DAUGHTER’S 
DOWRY/WAS HER WEIGHT IN/ 
PINE TREE SHILLINGS. The other 
side of the medal shows a reproduc- 
tion of a Pine Tree shilling obverse. 

John Hull was the Boston mint- 
master responsible for striking sil- 
ver coins for use in the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony. For producing the 
coins and for losses in refining, he 
was paid 1 shilling and sixpence out 
of every 20 shillings coined. 

England did not allow her col- 
onies to produce local coinage; 
rather, she sucked hard currency out 
of them. Merchants conducted busi- 
ness by barter, and colonies set offi- 
cial rates for the value of trade items 
such as musket balls and wampum 
beads. However, on January 1, 1649, 
England’s King Charles I was be- 
headed, and civil war threatened. 
Oliver Cromwell’s administration 
had little time to be concerned with 
the affairs of the colonies. 

The colonists took advantage of 
this gap in authority to strike silver 
coinage. Acting under a charter 
granted in 1629, the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony exercised an independ- 


ence beyond what the Crown in- 
tended. The General Court of the 
colony passed an Act on May 27,

1652, authorizing John Hull to 
strike silver coins. The dies for these 
coins are attributed to Hull and his 
partner Robert Saunderson. 

The first shillings were inscribed 
NE (for “New England”) on one side 
and XII (denoting the value, 12 
pence) on the other. The colonial 
pieces were lighter than English 
pieces to discourage export. Their 
weight standard was 72 grains per 
shilling, so 1 troy pound of silver 
produced 80 shillings, as opposed to 
the English standard of 76 shillings 
to 1 troy pound. 

The General Court passed an- 
other Act on October 19, 1652, that 
specified the design of silver coin- 
age. Obverses had the image of a 
tree and the legend MASATHVSETS 
IN. The center of the reverse had 
1652 and XII with NEW ENGLAND 
AN DOM in a circle. Major types in- 
clude the Willow Tree issues struck 
from about 1653 to 1660; the Oak 
Tree issues of 1660-67; the “large” 
Pine Tree issues of 1667-74; and the 
“small” Pine Tree issues of 1675-82. 
These types correspond with the 
seven-year contracts granted Hull by 
the General Court. All bear the date 


1652 to give the appearance they 
were struck while the English throne 
was vacant. 

On October 23, 1684, King James 
II revoked the charter of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony, and colonists 
hid the document in an Oak tree 
(the “Charter Oak” seen on the 
United States 1935 Connecticut 
Tercentenary commemorative half 
dollar). Although the colonists re- 
volted briefly in 1689 and sent Eng- 
lish Governor Sir Edmund Andros 
home in chains, they produced no 
additional silver coinage after 1682. 

Massachusetts’ mintmaster, John 
Hull, was born in Market Harsbor- 
ough, Leicester, England, on De- 
cember 18, 1624, the son of Robert 
Hull and Elizabeth Storer. The fam- 
ily arrived in Boston on November 
7, 1635. In 1647 John married Judith 
Quincy, the daughter of Edmund

John and Judith lost four children 
in infancy. Hannah, born on Febru- 
ary 14, 1657, was their only child to 
reach adulthood; she married on 
February 28, 1676. 

Although we know John Hull was 
a fat and jolly man, the size of his 
daughter, whose dowry was deter- 
mined by her weight, is unrecorded. 
Benson Lossing’s 1851 book. Picto- 
rial Field Book of the Revolution, gives 
the value of the dowry at $150,000. 
This would be equivalent to about 
10,000 pounds (troy weight) in silver 
— more than the total known pro- 
duction of Pine Tree coinage. Syl- 
vester Crosby, in his book Early 
Coins of America, reported the value 
of the dowry as 30,000 pounds in 
New England shillings. A more real- 
istic report estimated her weight at 


125 pounds and the value of her 
dowry at £500 or 10,000 shillings. 

Hull imported cocoa, molasses, 
sugar and tobacco, and exported furs 
to England and France. Trained as a 
silversmith, he continued to practice 
his craft with his partner Saunder- 
son. He invested in real estate and 
financed ventures for others. 

Hull joined the militia in 1648 as 
a corporal and rose through the 
ranks to captain in 1671. He was one 
of seven selectmen of Boston, town 
treasurer in 1658, and one of the 
founders of the Old South Church. 
Hull was “Treasurer for the War” 
(King Philip’s War) in 1675 and 
County Treasurer in 1676. He also 
was deputy to the Massachusetts 
General Court from 1669 to 1673. 
Described as “the richest merchant 
on the continent,” he died in Boston 


on October 1, 1683. 

Hull’s daughter and her husband 
Judge Sewall moved into her father’s 
house. Their marriage produced 14 
children. After Hannah’s death on 
October 19, 1717, Sewall remarried 
in 1719 and again in 1722. 

Called “the last of the Puritans,” 
Sewall (1652-1730) was one of the 
judges in the 1692 Salem witchcraft 
trials. Appointed on June 13, 1692, 
as commissioner of oyer and terminer 
(a term in English law indicating 
that he could hear and determine 
criminal cases), Sewall presided over 
a court that convicted 19 people of 
witchcraft and sentenced them to 
death by hanging. On January 14, 
1697, he stood up in the Old South 
Church and confessed to errors and 
guilt for those deaths. He was the 
only judge to publicly do so. • 
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The Emperor’s Throne: So Near, Yet So Far 


T he history of Rome is 
filled with tragic stories 
of young (or not so young) 
princes destined for the imperial 
office who, for a variety of reasons, 
never achieved their great destinies. 
Some simply predeceased the em- 
perors they were intended to succeed; 
others were murdered or fell from 
favor and were executed; while a third 
group did not survive the violent 
downfalls of their fathers’ regimes. 
Most had coins issued in their names, 
thereby providing a possible theme 
for the formation of a collection. 

The Julio-Claudian house has, per- 
haps, more than its fair share of un- 
fulfilled promise. Rome’s very first 
emperor, Caesar Augustus (27 B.C.- 
A.D. 14), encountered many prob- 
lems in his attempts to arrange for 
his succession. 

Always nervous about his delicate 
health, Augusuis regarded his nephew 
and son-in-law Marcellus as his heir 
as early as 23 B.C. But the unfortu- 
nate youth died later the same year — 
at only 19 years of age — his memory 
perpetuated by the splendid theater 
Augustus built in Rome on the river- 
bank opposite Tiber Island (Theater 
of Marcellus). No coins were issued 
bearing Marcellus’ portrait, with the 
possible exception of a bronze dupon- 
dius(?) of uncertain colonial mintage 
dated to 25 B.C., the year of his mar- 
riage to Augustus’ daughter Julia (cf. 
#5415 in Roman Provincial Coinage). 

Marcus Agrippa, Augustus’ lifelong 
friend and architect of the momen- 
tous naval victories at Naulochus and 
Actium, now was regarded as first in 
line of succession. A large issue of 
bronzes from the Gallic colonial mint 
of Nemausus (Nimes) shows the 


heads of Augustus and Agrippa back- 
to-back, while gold and silver coins 
from the Rome mint depict the por-

traits on obverse and reverse. But the 
loyal Agrippa died in 12 B.C., thus 
predeceasing his friend and patron by 
more than a quarter century. 

The next Augustan heirs were the 
emperor’s two grandsons Gains and 
Lucius Caesars, sons of Agrippa and 
Julia. The two princes stand side-by- 
side on a prolific issue of gold and sil- 
ver from the great imperial mint of 
Lugdunum. Other images can be 
found on both regular Roman coin- 
age and a number of provincial issues. 
But fate again was to intervene. Lu- 
cius perished in A.D. 2, his elder 
brother just two years later. Truly, Au- 
gustus must have felt himself cursed. 

Tiberius now emerged virtually 
unchallenged as heir to the imperial 
throne. The son of Augustus’ wife 
Livia by a previous marriage, Tibe- 
rius, ironically, was the man the em- 
peror least wanted to succeed him. 

On the death of Augustus in A.D. 
14, Tiberius became Rome’s second 
emperor, a position he occupied until 
his own death 23 years later. His only 
possible rival was Agrippa Postumus, 
the younger brother of Gains and 
Lucius, but this young prince had 


fallen into disfavor with Augustus and 
was quietly eliminated soon after 
Tiberius’ accession. 

But Tiberius bad his own problems 
with succession. His first heir was his 
nephew Germanicus, elder son of his 
brother Nero Claudius Drusus. Ger- 
manicus seemed destined for a glit- 
tering career. 

Popular with his soldiers and a 
gifted general and scholar, Germani- 
cus appeared assured of his eventual 
succession to the imperial office. His 
sudden and mysterious death at 
the Syrian capital of Antioch in A.D. 
19 caused great sorrow and never 
was satisfactorily explained. Might 
the suspicious and moody Tiberius 
have become jealous of his nephew 
and alarmed at his rapidly growing

popularity with the people? It is un- 
likely we shall ever know for certain, 
though strong suspicion fell on Tibe- 
rius’ appointee to the governorship of 
Syria, Gnaeus Calpurnius Piso. 

On his return to Rome, Piso was 
tried before the Senate, but took his 
own life before deliberations were 
complete. He steadfastly denied any 
complicity in the death of the popu- 
lar prince. Coins bearing Germani- 
cus’ name and image were struck ap- 
proximately two decades after his 
decease, some under his son the Em- 
peror Caligula, the remainder under 
his brother the Emperor Claudius. 

With the demise of Germanicus, 
Tiberius’ own son Drusus became 
heir to the throne. He was granted 
the important Tribunician Power in 
A.D. 22. Coins were issued in his 
honor showing not only his own por- 


trait, but also the heads of his twin 
sons, surmounting two cornucopias; 
and that of his grandmother Livia as 
the goddess Pietas. But tragedy was 
to strike again. 

Drusus’ wife Livilla was seduced 
by the unscrupulous praetorian pre- 
fect Sejanus,who had his own ambi- 
tions concerning the imperial throne. 
Sejanus persuaded Livilla to poison 
her unfortunate husband. The con- 
spirators initially avoided detection, 
but eventually both were to pay for 
their crime with their lives. 

One of Drusus’ twin sons, Tiberius 
Gemellus, was still alive at the time 
of Tiberius’ death. However, like 
Agrippa Postumus more than two 
decades earlier. Gemellus was surrep- 
titiously executed during the initial 
phase of the new regime. 

Several decades later, another im- 
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perial prince suffered a tragic fate: 
the son of Emperor Claudius (A.D. 
41-54) by his third wife, Messalina. 
Born after his father’s accession, the 
child originally was named Germani- 
cus after his ill-fated uncle, but fol- 
lowing the Roman invasion of Britain 
in A.D. 43, the name of the young 
prince was changed to Britannicus. 
At this point, he was the unchal- 
lenged heir to his father’s throne, and 
a number of provincial mints struck 
coins in his honor. 

In A.D. 48, however, Britannicus’ 
mother was disgraced and executed, 
her place taken by the emperor’s am- 
bitious niece Agrippina the Younger, 
daughter of Germanicus and sister of 
the late emperor Caligula. The new 
empress already had a son by a pre- 
vious marriage — Lucius Domitius 
Ahenobarbus, better known to pos- 


terity by his assumed name “Nero.” 

Britannicus now was pushed into 
the background, and by A.D. 50 offi- 
cially had been replaced as imperial 
heir by Nero. Thus, on the death of 
Claudius in 54, the 17-year-old Nero 
became Rome’s fifth emperor. 

The following year, the unlucky 
Britannicus, like his father, fell victim 
to Agrippina’s skills as a purveyor of 
poison. Had the virtuous Britannicus 
been allowed to occupy the imperial 
throne in natural succession to his 
father, Rome might have been spared 
much suffering and avoided the 
costly and bloody civil wars that fol- 
lowed Nero’s downfall in A.D. 68. 

A little-known prince of Rome’s 
second imperial dynasty (the Flavian) 
was Vespasian Junior, whose coinage 
appears mostly to be confined to the 
important provincial mint of Smyrna 


in Roman Asia. The Emperor Domi- 
tian (A.D. 81-96) had no surviving 
sons, so he adopted his cousin’s chil- 
dren Vespasian Junior and Domitian 
Junior. The boys were designated as 
heirs to the throne, but no coinage is 
known for the latter. 

In A.D. 95 their parents were exe- 
cuted on a charge of treason (there is 
some evidence they had been con- 
verted to Christianity). After this 
tragedy, the young princes are not 
mentioned again by historians, and 
it may well be that they fell from 
favor at this time. Even if they had 
retained their rank, it is unlikely they 
would have been able to exercise 
their rights of inheritance, as Domi- 
tian’s regime came to a violent end at 
the hands of an assassin on Septem- 
ber 18, A.D. 96.

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The Other Man on the Booker T. Half Dollar 


T he Carvfr-Wasiiington 
commemorative half dollar 
of 1951-54 was a much- 
maligned issue. It was seen by most 
collectors as a greedy excuse to carry 
on with its none-too-successful pre- 
decessor, the Booker T. Washington 
half dollar. The issue was indeed a 
promotional scheme dreamed up by 
an entrepreneur named S.J. Phillips 
and, if he’d had his way, it would 
have been the second coin in a 
three-piece Black American series. 

At the time of the release of the 
Carver-Washington half dollar, crit- 
ics focused their attention not on the 
merits of the issue, but on the fact 
that the black academicians appeared 
together on the same side of the 
coin. The two were not exactly on 
good terms. Their verbal bouts were 
well recorded. 

George W. Carver’s fame was far 
overshadowed by that of Washing- 
ton, his partner on the commemora- 
tive coin’s obverse. That should not 
have detracted, however, from 
Carver’s great contributions to 
American agriculture. He was to the 
sweet potato what Booker T. Wash- 
ington was to the peanut. 

Born in the early 186()s on a farm 
in southwestern Missouri, Carver 
was kidnapped as an infant, along 
with his mother, by Confederate 
bushwhackers. Carver later was 
found in Arkansas and returned to 
his grandparents; but his mother was 
never located. 

Frail health and a “whites only” 
dictate kept Carver from attending 
local schools. Understanding adop- 
tive parents sent Carver away to 
school. While he was interested in 
agriculture and nature. Carver’s first 


love was painting. He studied at 
Simpson College and soon became 
an artist of great promise. His con-

science, however, directed him to 
help “his people,” and he began his 
well-recognized search for addi- 
tional commercial uses for one the 
South’s resources — the sweet potato. 

Carver’s varied experiments led to 
the discovery of hundreds of ways to 
use the sweet potato in supplement- 
ing the diet and income of poor. 
Southern farmers. Carver also devel- 
oped thousands of synthetic prod- 
ucts, including the processing of de- 
hydrated foods like powdered eggs 
and K rations. Both the eggs and the 
rations, while failing to earn compli- 
ments from servicemen, served as

wholesome substitutes for good 
meals during the heat of battle and 
contributed to America’s ultimate 
victory in World War II. 

Carver’s altruistic accomplish- 
ments were too tempting for S.J. 
Phillips, whose marketing skills were 
indeed questionable. With the intro- 
ductory issue of the Booker T. 
Washington half dollar, he mailed 
thousands of coins to unsolicited 
“buyers,” requesting that they send 
money in return. Many ignored his 
plea; a sizable percentage of the 
commemoratives went unpaid for 
and soon were spent in trade. 

When it came to imagination, 
however, Phillips was a man hard to 
beat. In 1951, five years after the in- 
troduction of the Booker T. Wash- 
ington half dollar, he sought Con- 
gressional approval for another 
issue. Phillips announced that its 
purpose was financing opposition to 
“the spread of Communism among 
Negroes in the interest of National 
Defense.” Few Congressmen dared 
vote against the proposal. 

When Phillips proposed the leg- 
end, “United against the Spread of 
Communism — National American- 
ism Commission,” the State Depart- 
ment opposed the wording. Senator 
Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin im- 
mediately used the State Depart- 
ment’s stand as his proof that the 
department was “riddled with Com- 
munists.” The Treasury Department 
settled on “Americanism — Freedom 
and Opportunity for All.” 

S.J. Phillips contributed little of 
his proceeds from the sale of his 
second half dollar toward the devel- 
opment of Carver’s birthplace 
memorial. Instead, credit for the 
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reconstruction of (/arver’s home and 
development of an appropriate 
memorial goes to the Department of 
the Interior’s National Park Service. 
The log cabin of Carver’s childhood 
was destroyed in a storm in 1881; 
but his grandfather, Moses Carver, 
rebuilt the home. The cabin was 
moved to its present location in 
1916. In the 1950s, the funds gener- 
ated from the sale of the Carver- 
Washington half dollar were sup- 
posed to help with the restoration 
that the National Park Service has 
undertaken. Today, the George 
Washington Carver National Monu- 
ment in Diamond, Missouri, draws 
thousands to the site to learn more 
about the man who shares a place of 
honor with Booker T. Washington 
on a commemorative half dollar of 
the United States. •

N O'I ALL ADS that look 
suspicious are as bad as 
they seem. A case in point 
is one that appeared in a Sunday 
newspaper offering a reproduction 
of “The First United States Dollar 
Coin.” I received several letters 
about this ad because it had all the 
elements that usually send up a red 
flag. The biggest problem was that it 
offered a reproduction, although this 
was clearly stated in the text. 

Those who wrote me questioned 
the legality of the piece, and how 
it could be sold without the manda- 
tory word “COPY” on it. They also 
wanted to know more about the 
metal content and price (which actu- 
ally seemed reasonable at only $4.95). 
There just weren’t enough facts. 
And to further complicate things, 
the illustration looked almost too 
good to be a replica. 

I spoke to the distributor of this 
item, and he told me he had wanted 
to offer real Spanish-American 
“pieces of eight” to his customers, 
but just couldn’t get enough nice 
coins. So he decided to make some 
reproductions and promote them as 
educational copies honoring the first 
dollar coin. They would be souvenir 
medals, so to speak, to remind peo- 
ple of the coins that circulated in 
this country until 1857. 

The mementos offered in this ad 
were indeed close copies of the orig- 
inal Spanish coins: the same size and 
design, and so well made that buyers 
even got “a Certificate of Authentic- 
ity to verify the accuracy of this re- 
production, and its limited produc- 
tion.” (It never ceases to amaze me 
that some people actually require a 
certificate stating that something is 


an “authentic reproduction.”) 

The one major difference is that 
these pieces are not silver like the

originals. According to the ad, they 
are “made of a distinctive non-silver 
alloy, to meet government standards 
for collector reproductions.” 

The promoter assured me there 
was no intent to deceive with these 
mementos, and those ordering by 
telephone received a free Eisen- 
hower dollar. Not bad, but how 
about the picture? Well, the ad went 
to press before the replicas were 
ready, so they used a photograph of 
a real coin. That was why it did not 
include the word “COPY.” 

Apparently these limited-edition 
souvenirs did not draw any com- 
plaints from paying customers, but 
they sure did catch the attention of 
the numismatic community. I’d like 
to think some of the buyers might 
go on to collect real coins. 

File #575 

This offer was so bizarre, I could 
scarcely believe it wasn’t a joke. I can 
only surmise that the person who 
faxed it from Dubai, U.A.E., actually 
thought it was a rare issue, and must 
be forgiven for not knowing any- 
thing about United States coins. It 
left me wondering if anyone actually 
thought about buying it, and what 


the price might have been. 

The offer was illustrated by an ac- 
tual photograph of the piece offered 
for sale, so we have some idea of 
what it is. The piece measures V/i 
inches in diameter and features a 
very crude representation of the cur- 
rent Washington quarter dollar. It 
carries the date 1865 and the legend 
ONE DOLLAR. Added to the re- 
verse, below the eagle, is the word 
FACSIMILE. The offer reads exactly 
as follows: 

133 Years old one doller coins: Date 
of issue: 1865. Details of coin: One 
said of coin: United Satates of 
America (One Dollar Silver Coin) E 
Plurisus Unum, Picture of Falcon 
with two leaves. Other said of coin: 
Saite face one of the American lead- 
ers, Liberty, In God We Trest, 1865. 

The coin for sale for the best 
value. Looking for more informa- 
tion and best advaice were to sale 
and interesting parties. 

File #576 

This ad will bring someone a 
chuckle. It is your chance to buy a 
sheet of $2 bills in “mint” condition: 
32 crisp, new, uncut bills, all on one 
sheet. They say it is suitable for 
framing, or it can be carried around 
and cut up and spent for beer, pizza 
and stuff. Or it can be used as a cor- 
porate gift to your favorite entrepre- 
neur. (I might add that these sheets 
make nice gifts for any collector.) 

If you do not want to spend 
$189.95 to buy an uncut sheet of 
$2 bills from this catalog house, you 
can order the same thing directly 
from the U.S. Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing for $89 plus postage. 
Write to BEP, c/o Order Processing 
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Center, P.O. Box 371594, Pitts- 
burgh, PA 15250-7594.

I couldn’t resist buying a “squirting 
nickel” offered by a novelty com- 
pany. I’ve seen them before, but 
didn’t know they still were being 
made. It’s a real nickel that is hol- 
lowed out and fitted with a squirting 
device that releases a tiny stream of 
water when pressed. Yes, you can 
have hours of fun with a toy like this 
for only $3.25. And if this item isn’t 
to your taste, the company also sells 
a two-headed quarter for $7.98 and a 
two-sided nickel for $5.98. (You can 
purchase either “heads” or “tails.”) 
At only $3.98, their “pennies” are 
just as much fun for those who like 
to amaze their friends or win an oc- 
casional bet. 


If these are not your style, how 
about a real cent with Lincoln smok- 
ing a cigar or a pipe? Or a 1943 
“copper” cent that would be worth a 
fortune if it were not just a regular 
coin that has been copper-plated. Or 
for the more daring, a rolled-out 
cent that is “Good For A Hug and A 
Kiss Anytime — Anywhere.” At three 
for $5.98, how can you go wrong? 

File #578 

This “Twentieth Century U.S. Coin 
Set” looked attractive at first glance. 
All 29 coins are nicely mounted in a 
thick, cardboard holder and sealed in 
a protective plastic covering that can 
be hung on a wall. The coins are set 
off by a black background and a col- 
orful Seal of the United States. All 
the basic coin types are represented, 
including the Indian Head cent. Lib- 


erty Head nickel, and Barber dime, 
quarter and half dollar. No question 
about it, this is a neat collection. 

The problem is an old one. The 
coins seem unreasonably priced at 
$89.95, especially because there is no 
mention of condition. Some pieces 
appear to range from Good to Fine, 
and might be polished. The newer 
issues might be close to Uncircu- 
lated, but it is hard to tell from 
the illustration. 

I did notice one good thing about 
this ad. The picture shows a copy of 
A Guide Book of United States Coins 
(the “Red Book”) on the table below 
the framed set of coins. I guess that 
adds an air of respectability and 
makes this a real numismatic treas- 
ure. Here’s my advice: buy the book, 
look for the coins elsewhere, and 
frame them to your own taste. •

ANA Library Premieres 
Oral History Project 

I am a strong supporter of move- 
ments to preserve oral history, hav- 
ing participated in the development 
of such projects at the University of 
Colorado. Upon reviewing the ANA 
Library archives of written reminis- 
cences and videotaped interviews, I 
realized that many key members of 
the numismatic community still re- 
main unrepresented — and thus un- 
documented. The ANA Resource 
Center holdings contain a few oral 
history cassettes produced by various 
individuals in the past, but no project 
aimed at preserving personal, numis- 
matic histories and anecdotes has 
been systematically attempted. 

At a recent staff meeting. Chief 
Financial Officer Ruthann Brettell 
regaled us with anecdotes about the 
early days at ANA headquarters, and 
I realized that many members also 
might enjoy the opportunity to hear 
firsthand stories from well-known 
hobbyists. Accordingly, I began to 
formulate plans for the Library’s 
Oral History Project — “Circle of 
Friends.” Audiotapes seemed the 
best and most inexpensive method of 
capturing and preserving these valu- 
able histories. 

Although project preparation was 
still in its infancy, the recent visit of 
Chester L. “Chet” Krause to the 
ana’s Colorado Springs headquar- 
ters presented a unique opportunity, 
and we promptly scheduled an inter- 
view. Krause’s reminiscences span 
more than 76 years and include such 
anecdotes as his conversation with 
United States Mint Director Eva 


Adams concerning restoration of 
mintmarks to the nation’s coinage. 
Thinking Krause was something of a 
“country bumpkin,” Adams said, 
“Oh, I like those little mintmarks, 
don’t you?” Krause adroitly used the 
remark as proof the Treasury De- 
partment supported restoration of 
the mintmark. He believes that 
Adams, despite her subsequent advo- 
cacy of the hobby, resented his par- 
ticipation in that particular episode. 

Future plans call for interviews 
with Edward Rochette, Ruthann 
Brettell, Robert Hoge, Adna G. 
Wilde Jr., Kenneth Bressett, and 
many others whose numismatic con- 
tributions and experiences in the 
hobby add so much to our enjoy- 
ment of its history. Moreover, the 
ana’s Internet provider is updating 
current technology to make these in- 
terviews accessible to members on 
our web site. And, of course, mem- 
bers can request copies of the tapes 
easily through normal library check- 
out procedures. 

Recently the ANA Library was 
privileged to host a visit from The 
Colorado College’s assistant chair of 
history. Professor Tim Cheek. The 
Colorado College is a private, four- 
year, liberal arts institution immedi- 
ately adjacent to ANA headquarters. 
In fact, our facility is built on land 
leased from the college for 99 years 
at $1 per year. 

Cheek was introduced to the 
ana’s Coole Library through the 
efforts of Yeoman Fund summer 
library intern Jack Hayes (a gradu- 
ate of The Colorado College and 
currently a master’s candidate at 
the University of Hawaii). Speaking 
to his class. Cheek noted that manu- 
scripts in the Coole Library dupli- 
cate those available at Harvard 
University and the University of 
Chicago, but until Hayes described

the collection, the professor was un- 
aware that these archives were avail- 
able “just down the street.” 

Cheek and his class were able to 
evaluate the reference holdings first- 
hand. Following a tour of the Li- 
brary and a description of Chinese 
printing and bookbinding tech- 
niques, students were introduced to 
Chinese numismatic pieces through 
lectures from ANA Museum vol- 
unteer George Fisher and Curator 
Robert Hoge. •

the god, showing Alexander wearing 
the legendary ram’s horn of Ammon. 

Alexander led his forces to victory 
against the Persians in a third major 
engagement, fought at Arbela (near 
present-day Irbil, Iraq) in October 
331 B.C. Refusing to learn from his 
debacle at Issus two years earlier, 
Darius again fled the battlefield in 
defeat. Hoping to fight another day, 
the Persian monarch instead met 
death at the hands of assassins in 
July 330 B.C. Alexander now was 
Persia’s Great King. 

Alexander went on to conquer ter- 
ritory as far east as the present-day 
Pakistani-Indian border, capturing 
an enormous amount of booty in the 
process. Estimates range as high as 
200,000 Persian gold and silver tal- 
ents, worth in excess of $1.5 billion 
(given silver at $5 per troy ounce, 
and a Persian gold-to-silver ratio of 
20:1). Most of this plunder came 
from the national treasuries in Susa 
and Persepolis. 

Not one to hoard his wealth, 
Alexander appointed a treasurer to 
coin and circulate the captured bul- 
lion throughout the empire. Bearing 
standard design themes, Alexander’s 
new tetradrachm (a 4-drachmai piece) 
soon became the coin of the realm. 

Hanging Gardens of Babylon 

Silver Tetradrachma of Babylon 
Babylon was the site of Alexan- 
der’s death on June 10, 323 B.C.; his 
empire was divided mostly between 
the dynastic leaders Ptolemy of 
Egypt and Seleucus of Syria. Histo- 
rians note that as he lay dying (prob- 
ably of malaria and drunkenness) in 
the ancient royal palace, Alexander 
gazed on the fabulous gardens hang- 
ing amid the Babylonian towers. 



Hanging Gardens of Babylon 

How DO WE relate to the Seven 
Wonders of the Ancient World to- 
day? For starters, we have one left to 
amaze us. Dating to the Old King- 
dom Egypt of 2500 B.C., the Pyra- 
mids of Giza have endured the cen- 
turies with much of their splendor 
intact. Today, television programs 
often feature technocrats trying to 
reproduce in small scale the building 
of the Pyramids. But the secrets of 
the ancient builders persist, making 
true the Arab proverb, “Man fears 
time, yet time fears the Pyramids.” 

The other six Wonders, built be- 
tween the early 6th century B.C. 
(the Hanging Gardens) and 280 B.C. 
(the Pharos and the Colossus), es- 
sentially are gone. Ravaged by earth- 
quake, fire and the changing priori- 
ties of later generations, they remain 
mostly in our imagination and 
quench our present-day thirst for 
awe-inspiring creations. Egyptolo- 
gist John Romer has commented, 
“They were quite simply the finest 
examples of the major elements of 
a brand-new civic architecture, the

ancestors of every modern city on 
the planet.” 

Even more exciting than studying 
and speculating on the history and 
construction of these fabulous sites is 
owning coins of the Seven Wonders. 
Transcending any concern about 
their market value or investment 
potential, they embody for me all 
that is worthwhile and fun about 
classical numismatics. •

BURNETT ANDERSOr4-ANA 1 13806 

Burnett Anderson of Washington, 
D.C., died on November 26, 1998. 
He was 79 years old. 

Born in Grantsburg, Wisconsin, 
on July 13, 1919, Anderson gradu- 
ated from the University of Roch- 
ester (New York).

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Grading 20-Cent Pieces 


A lthough the 20-cent 
piece of 1875-78 is little 
more than a curious foot- 
note in the history of United States 
coinage, it nevertheless is collectable 
by type and by date. The official jus- 
tification for producing the coin was 
the discontinuation of the silver half 
dime in 1873, which left residents of 
the western United States without a 
5-cent piece. Nickels did not circu- 
late a great deal in the West, but 
neither did half dimes. 

However, the real reason for pro- 
duction of a new denomination in 
silver likely was to provide an addi- 
tional outlet for this metal. As the 
production of domestic silver grew 
at this time, its price declined. Con- 
sequently, Congressional delega- 
tions from the silver-producing 
states and territories managed to get 
a bill passed authorizing this need- 
less coin. 

The 20-cent piece debuted in 
1875, and the mints in Philadelphia, 
Carson City and San Francisco pro- 
duced coins for circulation that year. 
San Francisco dropped out in 1876, 
and most of the 10,000 pieces coined 
in Nevada were withheld from re- 
lease and subsequently melted. It 
took just a few months to establish 
that this coin was not wanted. Only 
proofs were coined in 1877-78; 
thereafter, the 20-cent piece was dis- 
continued altogether. Most of the 
blame for its demise was assigned to 
its similarity in size and design to 
the quarter dollar. (The 20-cent 
piece did have a plain edge, but then 
so did the quarters after they were 
worn by a few years of circulation.) 

Those 20-cent pieces that did en- 
ter circulation appear to have re- 
mained there for many years, as they 


often are found in worn condition. 
In most respects, grading circulated 
20-cent pieces is similar to grading

other Seated Liberty coins. One ex- 
ception is found in the raised and 
thus more rapidly worn letters of 
LIBERIT, in contrast to the incuse 
letters on other denominations. For 
example, all letters of LIBERTY must 
be visible on quarters and halves 
grading “Fine,” while just three let- 
ters must be discernible on a 20-cent 
piece in that grade. 

These criteria are presented clearly 
in the book Ojftcial A.N.A. Grading 
Standards for United States Coins, 
which also advises that the 1875-S 
and 1875-CC issues are subject to 
weakness of strike on the eagle’s 
breast. In addition, the latter rou- 
tinely is weak on the eagle’s upper 
right wing. 

Grading mint-state 20-cent pieces 
offers no unique challenges. I'hese 
coins typically do not show many 
marks, as their relatively small size 
and weight limited the force with 
which they clashed against one an- 
other during shipment. Coins of this 
type typically are downgraded be- 
cause of hairline scratches or signs of 
light cleaning. Mint-state issues are 
fairly scarce — except for the 1875-S, 
which commonly is selected for in- 
clusion in type sets. 


Numismatic Guaranty Corpora- 
tion’s (NGC) October 1998 census 
report lists the following populations 
for 20-cent pieces graded Mint State 
(MS)-65: 1875 (13); 1875-CC (22); 
1875-S (97); 1876 (21); and 1876- 
CC (2). A total of 34 coins for all 
dates have been graded MS-66, with 
only seven examples certified MS- 
67. None have been graded higher 
than MS-67 by NGC. 

Proofs of the 20-cent piece were 
coined for each of the four years 
from 1875 through 1878. The 
proof-only issues of 1877-78 are ap- 
proximately equal in overall rarity to 
the 1876 edition, while all three are 
slightly more available than the 1875 
proofs. It seems that a dispropor- 
tionately high number of surviving 
proofs are impaired to some degree, 
with many proofs of this type dis- 
playing harsh cleaning. 

Most grading services refuse certi- 
fication for coins damaged in this 
manner. NGC has graded a total of 
79 proofs as Proof (PF)-65 and just 
39 in higher grades. The 1876 coins 
lead the pack in high-grade availabil- 
ity, with 32 pieces certified by NGC 
as PF-65 or better. (As an interest- 
ing footnote, two 1875-S proofs also 
have been certified by NGC.) •

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Cleaning: When in Doubt, Don V/ 


M any people think a 
cleaned coin just looks 
better. However, when 
the time comes to sell or otherwise 
dispose of a collection of coins, 
those who have many cleaned pieces 
usually face disappointment. Other 
collectors face certain financial loss, 
either from having paid too much 
for cleaned specimens or for having 
cleaned the coins themselves. 

Q: Would you be willing to explain 
how to clean coins in the lower, cir- 
culated grades? For example, can 
and should anything be done to re- 
move grease that is embedded in 
coins during striking? How do you 


clean reeded, lettered and ornate 
edges? In general, what types of 
tools and solutions should be used

and where are they available? How 
do you clean the various types of 
stains found on all metallic coinage? 
How do you remove the different 


types of oxides found on coins 
buried or immersed in seawater? 
And how can you remove the stains 
found on some coins? I have found 
copper and nickel coins, some of 
which are key and semi-key dates, on 
which one side and edge have turned 
dark due to oxidation. How do you 
make all the surfaces of these look 
about the same? — C.W., Alaska 

A: Stop! Before cleaning any coin, 
you should be 100-percent sure of 
what you’re doing. Remember, even 
if you’re talking about low-grade, 
circulated coins, many more pieces 
are damaged by a well-intentioned 
cleaning than receive any benefit.

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As for coins that have been stmck 
through “grease” (a generic term for 
an accumulation of metal filings, 
threads and real grease), most circu- 
lated coins have lost any remnant of 
the problem. On coins where grease 
still is present, the substance can be 
removed by careful use of a rose 
thorn (with the help of magnifica- 
tion, if needed). Be careful not to 
scratch the coin’s surface with the 
rose thorn or the debris you are re- 
moving. You can clean embedded 
debris from the edges of coins in the 
same manner. 

There are no “magic” tools or so- 
lutions that really work well, even in 
fairly specific applications. Most 
products or procedures do more 
harm than good. Many different 
types of oxidation — or stains — exist 
on coins, and any method used to re- 


move them also will remove surface 
metal. Even a microscopic loss of 
surface metal can reduce a coin’s de- 
sirability and value. 

As is the case with many — if not 
most — oxidized coins, pieces that 
have spent time in seawater are im- 
possible to return to their former 
condition. The oxidation can be re- 
moved by abrasive means, but along 
with it goes a small amount of metal. 
Such coins quickly are labeled 
“cleaned,” and therefore are less de- 
sirable to collectors and dealers. 

Paint often is removed easily with 
acetone. Larger or thicker areas of 
paint may require soaking the coin 
for some time to loosen and float off 
the substance. Use acetone only with 
adequate ventilation, and be aware 
that it sometimes will change the ap- 
pearance of a coin’s surface. 


Some coins are oxidized on only 
one side and along thdir edges, usu- 
ally from being stored in cardboard 
albums that were exposed to temper- 
ature and humidity extremes. My 
best advice again is to leave these 
pieces alone. Cleaning the affected 
areas generally will only worsen a 
coin’s appearance and desirability. 
The only way to even out the surface 
of such pieces is to harshly clean 
the entire coin — and this, obviously, 
would prove counterproductive.

Altered Dates and Mintmarks 
on United States Coins 

Dates and mintmarks on coins are 
altered for one very obvious rea- 
son — to increase the value of a com- 
mon coin by changing a key device, 
thereby giving it the semblance of a 
much scarcer coin. Date and mint- 
mark alterations seem to have en- 
joyed a “golden era” in the late 1950s 
and early ’60s. Most of the altered 
coins found today originated during 
this period. 

Dates usually are changed by 
moving or removing metal from the 
original digits. For example, a 1910 
nickel can be altered to a 1913 by 
forming a 3 from the 0 in the date. 
The left side of the 0 is removed, an 
indent is created on its outer right 


side, and metal is added to its inner 
right side. Another example is a 
1941 half dollar, which can he 
changed to a 1921 by completely re- 
moving the 4 and fabricating a 2. 

Most dates are altered by chang- 
ing just one digit, usually the last. 
However, the latter is not always the 
case: a 191 4-D cent can be created 
from a 1944-D. The ANA Authenti- 
cation Bureau also has seen coins on 
which the date has been completely 
removed and another added. 

Mintmark alterations most often 
involve Philadelphia Mint coins be- 
cause they typically do not carry 
a mintmark, thus making it easier to 
add one. Mintmarks almost always 
are fabricated, rather than transferred 
from a genuine coin. Added mint- 
marks most commonly are found on 
the 1909-S VDB cent and 1916-D 
dime. These can be detected by com- 
paring mintmark style and location 
with that of genuine specimens. 
Other frequently altered coins, such 
as the 1893-S Morgan dollar, require 
close examination of die polish lines, 
die chips and date position. 


C]oins on which the mintmark has 
been removed can be more difficult to 
detect. Almost always there is a trace 
of tooling in the mintmark area, 
though such evidence often is con- 
cealed by “whizzing” (mechanical 
buffing with a wire brush) or cleaning. 

A knowledge of the characteristics 
of coins struck at specific mints is use- 
ful in determining whether the date 
or mintmark on a particular piece has 
been altered. For instance, an 1889-P 
dollar generally has a flatter strike and 
more rounded rims than an 1889-CC 
dollar, which usually has squared-off 
rims and sharper details. 

As a general rule, when examining 
a coin for which there is a significant 
difference in value between various 
mint issues of the same year, be par- 
ticularly cautious. The same applies 
to key-date coinage, alteration of 
which involves more work and skill. 

Listed here are United States 
coins most likely to display altered 
mintmarks. If you have a piece you 
suspect has an altered date or mint- 
mark, contact the ANA Authentica- 
tion Bureau for verification. •

Markoff’s Collection and 
Presidential Progression 

Among the most popular attractions 
in the American Numismatic Associ- 
ation Museum galleries is the de- 
lightful collection formed and do- 
nated by Californian Elliott Markoff 
— a wonderful assemblage of coins, 
tokens and autographs known as the 
“Hall of Presidents.” The Markoff 
exhibit consists of handsome, plastic 
holders custom-made by Capital 
Plastics, representing each of the 
United States presidents from George 
Washington through Jimmy Carter. 

Each of these holders, or “frames,” 
contains actual coins (or, in a few 
cases, tokens) struck in the year of 
the president’s birth, the year(s) of 
his inauguration(s) and the year of 
his death, and an authentic presiden- 
tial autograph. These items are 
mounted with captions and an offi- 
cial, engraved portrait of the presi- 
dent produced by tbe United States 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 

This exhibit has no equal in the 
Museum for vividly relating events 
to American chronology. It is fun for 
young people to see just how the 
presidents wrote their names and 
what kinds of coins they might have 
used when they were growing up. 
They can learn what coins were in 
public hands at the time the presi- 
dents took office and what was being 
minted as their careers ended. Many 
of the Markoff coins are among the 
most attractive examples in the Mu- 
seum collection, and Mr. Markoff 
must have selected them for their va- 
riety and interest, as well as their 
choice state of preservation. 


The ANA received the donation 
of the Markoff collection exhibit in 
1979. (The “presidential panel” for 
James Earl Carter was incomplete. 
Fortunately, the Museum happened 
to possess in its archives a welcom- 
ing letter from Carter — written when 
the ANA had held its convention in 
Atlanta during his term as governor 
of Georgia.) Regrettably, Elliott 
Markoff died in 1982 just after hav- 
ing begun development of a new 
panel. His last gift to the collection 
was a 1911 Barber dime to represent 
the year of President Ronald Rea- 
gan’s birth. Since then, the ANA has 
tried to obtain tbe necessary materi- 
als to complete the collection, but 
has been unable to obtain the appro- 
priate items. 

Charitably minded ANA members 
can make a meaningful and timely 
contribution by donating items to 
this worthwhile display. In addition 
to autographs of our three most re- 
cent presidents (not signatures pre- 
pared by White House clerks with 
an “auto pen” or other method of 
duplication), we still need suitable 
coins to represent tbe birth and in- 
augural years of George Herbert 
Walker Bush (1924 and 1989); the 
birth and inaugural years of William 
Jefferson Clinton (1946, 1993 and 
1997); the death year of Richard 
Milhouse Nixon (1994); and the in- 
augural years of Ronald Wilson Rea- 
gan (1981 and 1985). Of course, 
some coins in the Museum’s cabinet 
would suffice for this purpose, but it 
would be nice to add pieces with 
some special relevance. 

Eventually, if donations are not 
received, we can purchase suitable 
coins and signatures, but this is a 
cbance for present donors to make a 
clear and direct contribution that 
can go right into a current, long- 
term museum exhibit! •

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Numismatic Predictions for 1 999 


B ecause 1998 was such a 
quiet, low-key and utterly 
uneventful year for the ANA, 
the editor of this otherwise fine 
journal asked if I would reprise my 
monthly “Pearlman’s People” col- 
umn. This was a profound editorial 
decision, obviously made only after 
prudent deliberation and consulta- 
tion with former First Lady Nancy 
Reagan’s astrologer. 

For readers new to this publica- 
tion — and for veteran ANA mem-

early because, after all, they have 
been away from their coin shops and 
offices far too long. 

4) After analyzing public reaction 
to the new $20 note, the U.S. Treas- 
ury Department will redesign the 
$10 bill by replacing Alexander 
Hamilton with Rich Uncle Penny- 
bags^M, top-hat wearing, white- 
mustachioed gentleman synonymous 
with Monopoly® money. 

5) Under the steady guidance of 
the new leadership team at ANA 
headquarters, the number of “Help 
Wanted” advertisements will drop so 
drastically that the Colorado Springs 
Gazette newspaper will be forced to 
lay off several employees in the 
(dassified Ads Department. 

6) Since 1999 finally has arrived, 
comparison shoppers will be able to 
determine the truthfulness of nu- 
mismatic advertisements that de- 
scribe an item as “the best coin buy 
of the century.”
